During January, , 1,328, 984 c va gave 1,410,000 hectoliters of milk in 
Ctech| Provinces, according to tn^ State Statistical Office. Total milk p*uL 
duotian, including that required by aucklilng calves, vaB 1,600,000 hectoliters . 
December product Ido - wbb 1,658,000 hectcllrte]*^. . 

In January in the Czech Provinces, 969,370 hectoliters of milk and 105^218 
kilograms of butter vere delivered to dairies. This is considerably more than 
in December, when only 881,000 hectoliters of milk and 90,000 kilograms of 
butter vere delivered. ■ 

In Slovakia, 540,000 cove gave 448,000 hectoliters of milk. Total produc- 
tion was 525,000 hectoliters. 

Dally output of milk In the Czech Provinces is 3 .) liters per cow per day, 
whereas in Slovakia It is only 3*1 liters. The largest dally output Is in 
Olcmoue XraJ, where 4.3 liters per cow per day Is the average*. The lowest 
production is In Zlllna Kraj, 2.2 liters per ccw per day.

Of 
this figure, there vere 2,298,400 in the CzeduProvinohs, , of which 269*869 
vere sove, There were 425,897 sheep In the whole ovuatrv, of vhich 314,35 b 7 
vere in Slovakia and 144,335 In the Czech Province^ /sic/- There wae a total 
of 981,600 goats, of vhich 866,088 vere in the Gtedh Provinces. 1

The total count of cattle shove an In- 
crease of nearly 12 percent.
